WORST FIRE IN: 
MANY. YEARS, 


LOSS ON ELY-WALKER CONFLA- 
GRATION IS OVER $1,600,000. 


Alleged That Mismanagement Result- 
ed in the Great Destruction of 
Property and Loss of Life. 


At noon to-day the firemen were still pour.- 
ing streams of water into the ruins of the 
Ely-Walker Dry Goods Co.'s establishment 
at Eighth and Washington avenue. 

The great building is a total wreck. Its 
splendid stock is utterly ruined, The streets 
all about are choked with the stone and 
brick from its dismantied walls. Thou- 
sands of people are crowding all apout 
Watching the tired firemen at their work. 
All Washington avenue cars are stopped, 
owing to the cutting of the wires, the mass 
of debr's in the street and the wrecking of 
some of the fron center poles. 

The fire was the most disastrous that has 
wisited St. Louis’ in a long time, for in 

ddition to a loss of over $1,000,000 a human 
lite Was sacrificed and a number of per- 
eons injured. 

For a t'me it looked as though the whole 
business district around St. Charles street 
and Washington avenue might be de- 
etroyed. There is much criticism by some 
over the department's management of the 
fire and still there are others who think 
the firemen did well to keep,it within the 
limits that they did. 

Chief Swingley, haggard and worn with 
the night's battle, gave a wail almost of 
Gespair when he was told that he was 


meine criticised. 
“My. God,.“ he exclaimed, we 
human. We did all that men could do.“ 

The extent of the fire was certainly sur- 
prising to those who saw it for an hour 
after the firemen arrived. Time and again 
t looked as though they had it under con- 
rol, only to break out again with renewed 
erceness. Their efforts seemed to be of no 
avail. In the face of every exertion they 
could make, every risk they could take, it 
drove them back from peertion to position, 
slowly, but surely, with death as a van- 
guard, and before the night was over it had 
claimed a victim. 

The first alarm was sounded at 7:48. 
Walter B. Versteeg of the Versteeg-Grant 
Shoe Company was in his place of busi- 
ness next door west to Ely-Walker’s. He 
noticed about this time that the street was 
filling with smoke. Running outside he 
saw that the smoke was pouring from a 
fourth-story window of 'Ely-Walker’s. 

On the office floor a score of clerks were 
working. They had as yet noticed nothing. 
Versteeg tapped on the window-pane from 
the street and shouted. 

Instantly there was a scattering of the 
men inside. They ran helter-skelter al! 
over the building, while Versteeg ran down 
the street giving the alarm. 

Officer Little was coming up the other 
side of the street. He heard the cry of fire 
and turned in a call from Eighth street and

At this time no flames 
were’ visible and as the department re- 
sponded readily with six engines, two 


the blaze would amount to but little. 


Chief Swingley was on the scene almost as 
soon as the engines and ordered second and 
third alarms turned in. All the surroundin 
streets and avenues were soon filled wit 
the clattering engines and the rolling, rock- 
ing trucks. 

The firemen were ordered into the bui!d- 
ing. The 
floor, near the center, as between St. 
Charles street and Washington avenue, but 
way over on the west side in an annex sep- 
arated from the main part of the building 
by a thick brick wall. 

On every floor wide arches near the north 
and south center conected the two sections 
of the buildings. Chief 2 thought it 
would be 8 to overcome the fire, for the 
response to the alarm had been prompt and 
after getting his men lined up properly on 
the Washington avenue side, with a part of 
his force carrying lines of hose into the in- 
terior, he went around to the St. Charles 
street side. 

To his surprise he found the dense smoke 
rolling from these rear windows as thickly 
as from the other side. This told him that 
he had a desperate fight on. 

Adjoining the Ely-Walker building is a 
new yellow stone brick structure, where 
are the offices of the Versteeg-Grant Shoe 
Co., the Gaus-Shellor Hat Co. and the Kel- 
ley-Goodfellow Shoe Co. On the St. Charles 
street side there is an area-way running 
half way to Washington avenue between 
the two buildings. 

Firemen were sent into Versteeg-Grant’s 
on the upper floor and an effort made to 
reach the flames. The point of vantage 
was a good one, but the fire-shutters on 
Ely-Walker’s were closed, and it was im- 
possible to get them open. 

Meantime the Salvage Corps had been all 
through the main part of Ely-Walker’s. 
sprea af their tarpaulins over the goods. 
They felt convinced that the fire would 
be confined to the annex and they laid 
over 1,000 tarpaulins. But their judgment 
was in error, and if there a fire this after- 
noon Capt. Evans would not have a tar- 
— big enough to cover a doughnut, 

very last one of them was destroyed. 

By 9:30 it became evident that the firemen 
were losing ground. Chief Swingley had 
entered the doomed building and mounted 
to the fourth floor. The heat.and smoke 
were appall ng. His men were gasping for 
breath. They were in danger of suffoca- 
tion, and to save them from death he was 
compelled to have them leave. 

he flames had then forced their way 
through the arches into the main part of 
=~ building and were eating both up and 
own. 


Forced thus to flee from the interior, re- 
newed efforts were made on the outside and 
a general alarm turned in. After it was 
responded to there were twenty-three en- 
gines, seven trucks and two water towers 
playing on the flames. Every point of 
vantage was selzed. The surrounding build- 
ings were clustered with the fighters. 
Truck ladders were raised on St. Charles 
street, Eighth street and Washington av- 
enue, and men ran to the top of them with 
lines of hose to reach the center of the 


conflagration. 

The building this time was a sea of 
roaring flames. he * was illuminated 
by the blazing roof. rom the windows 
upon the second floor, tongues of fire were 
leaping out into the at and grabbing 
at the firemen on the tall, red ladders.

TOGETHER REGRETTED. 


‘ THE DEFICIT DEMANDS r. 


Maj. McKinley Dwells on the Impera- 
tive Need of a Higher Tariff 
to Raise Revenue. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.~The President 
Monday sent the following message to Con- 
gress: 

To the Congress of the United States: . 

Regretting the necessity which has re- 
quired me to call you together, I feel that 
your-assembling in extraordinary session is 
indispensable because of the condition in 
which we find the revenues of the Govern- 
ment. It is conceded that its current ex- 
penditures are greater than its receipts, and 
that such a condition has existed for more 
than three years. With unlimited means 
at our command, we are presenting the 
remarkable spectacle of increasing our pub- 
ite debt by borrowing money to meet the 
ordinary outlays incident upon even an 
economical and prudent administration of 
the Government. An examination of the 
subject discloses this fact in every detail 
and leads inevitably to the conclusion that 
the condition of the revenue which allows 
it is unjustifiable and should be corrected. 

We find. by the reports of*the Secretary of 
the Treasury that the revenues for the fis- 
coal year ending June 30, 1892, from all 
sources, were $425,868,260.22, and the expendl- 
tures for all purposes were 9$415,953,806.56, 
leaving an excess of receipts over expendi- 
tures of $9,914,453.66. During that fiscal year 
$40,570,467.98 were paid upon the public debt, 
which has been reduced since March 1, 1889, 
$259,076,890, and the annual interest charge 
decreased 511,684,578. 60. 

The recelpts of the Government from all 
sources during the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1893, amounted to $461,716,561.94, and its 
expenditures to $459,374,887.65, showing an 
excess of receipts over expenditures of 
$2,341, 674.29, 

Bince that time the receipts of no fiscal 
year, and, with but few exceptions, of no 
month of any fiscal year have exceeded the 
@xpenditurea, The receipts of the Govern- 
ment from all sources during the fiscal year 
ending June po, 18%, were $372,892,498.29, and 
its expenditures $442,606,758.87, leaving a 
deficit, the first since the resumption of 
specie payments, of $69,803,260.58. Notwith- 
Standing there was a decrease of $16,769,- 
128.78 in the ordinary expenses of the Gov- 
ernment as compared with the previous 
Ascal year, its income was still not suf- 
fcent to provide for ita daily necessities, 
and the gold reserve in the Treasury for 
the redemption of greenbacks was drawn 
upon to meet them. But this did not suf- 
fice, and the Government then resorted to 
loans to replenish the reserve. 

THE BOND ISSUES. 

In February, 1894, $50,000,000 in bonds were 
issued, and in November following a second 
issue of $50,000,000 was deemed necessary. 
The sum of 17,171, was realized by the 
sale of these bonds, but the reserve was 
steadily decreased, until on February 8, 
1895, a third sale of $62,315,400 in bonds for 
$65,116,244 was announced to Congress, 

The receipt he-Gévernmént for the 
fiscal year ending June 80, 1895, were 
$390,373, 203.30, and the 
$433, 178,426. 48, showing a - deficit of 
$48,806,223.18. A further loan of 8100, 
000,000 was negotiated by the Govern- 
ment in February, 1896, the sale netting 
$111,166,46 and swelling the aggregate of 
bonds issued within three years to $262,- 

400. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1896, the revenues of the Government from 
all sources amounted to $409,475,408.78, while 
its expenditures were $434,678,654.48, or an 
excess of expenditures over receipts of $235, - 
208,245.70. 

In, other words, the total receipts for the 
three fiscal years ending June 30, 1896, were 
insufficient by $137,811,729.46 to meet the total 
expenditures, 

THE DEFICIT GROWING. * 

Nor has this condition since improved. 
For the first half of the present fiscal year 
the receipts of the Government, exclusive 
of postal revenues, were $157,507,608.76, and 
its expeditures, exclusive of postal service, 
$195,410,000.22, or an excess of expenditures 
over receipts of $37,902,896.46. In January of 
this year the receipts, exclusive of postal 
revenues, were $%,316,904.05, and the expend- 
itures, exclusive of postal service, $30,260,-. 
889.29, a deficit of 8,982, 886.4 for the month, 
In February of this year the receipts, ex- 
clusive of postal revenues, were §24,400,997.38, 
and expenditures, exclusive of postal ser- 
vice, 28. 796,066.66, a deficit of 54.8, 09. 28. or 
@ total deficit of 6188, 081, 580. 44 for the three 
years and eight months ending Maroh 1, 
1897. Not only are we without a surplus 
in the Treasury, but with an increase in the 
public debt there has been a corresponding 
increase in the annual interest charge from 
$22,898,883.20 in 1892, the lowest of any year 
since 1862, to 934,387,297.60 in 1896, or an in- 
crease of $11,493,414 40. 

It may be urged that even if the revenues 
of the Government had been sufficient to 
meet all its.ordinary expenses during the 
past three years, the gold reserve would

Ample revenues must be 
supplied, not only for the ordinary éxpenses 
of the Government, but for the prompt pay- 
ment of liberal pensions and the liquidation 
of the principal and interest of the public’ 
debt. In raising revenue, duties should be

‘serve the home market so far as possible to 
‘our own producers; to revive and increase 
manufactories, to revive and encourage ag- 
rioulture; to increase our domestic and for- 
‘elgn commerce; to aid and develop mining 
and building, and to render to labor in every 
field of useful occupation the liberal wages 
jand adequate rewards to which skill and 
industry are justly entitled. The necessity 
of the passage of a tariff law which shall 
provide ample revenue need not be further 
‘urged. The imperative demands of the hour 
is the prompt enactment of such a measure, 
and to this object I earnestly recommend 
that Congress shall make every endeavor.
